Talented student killed in crash ‘had everything going for him’

A school is mourning the loss of 
a popular former pupil who was 
killed when his car hit a tree on 
Saturday. 

Rakesh Joshi, who went to 
Priory Preparatory School, in 
Banstead, died after his black 
Vauxhall Corsa crashed in 
Sandy Lane, Cheam, at about 
11.30pm. 

A man who lived near the 
crash site was on the scene 
before the emergency services 


and climbed into the smashed 
car in a bid to help Rakesh. 

He said: “I got in with my 
torch but couldn’t see any vital 
signs. 

“Two police cars came up at a 
fantastic speed. 

“They were fantastic, they 
were trying to rip the car apart 
by hand to get to him. out to try 
to resuscitate him. 

“He was such a young, good- 
looking lad. It’s such a great 
waste.” 

Rakesh, who went on to King’s 
College, Wimbledon, where he 
was a prefect and star rugby 
player, was about to sit his end 


of year exams in law at the 
University of East Anglia. 

His father Dilip Joshi, 57, said: 
“He had come home for Moth¬ 
er’s Day. We had just had his 
favourite dinner, he was in a 
really good mood. 

“He had everything going for 
him. He was a really good son. 

“He was well built, good look¬ 
ing, musical, very talented and 
very humble. 

“You should never have to or¬ 
ganise your children’s funeral.” 

Graham Malcolm, headmaster 
of Priory Preparatory School in 
Banstead, said: “Rakesh Joshi 
was a lovely boy, full of fun and 


very popular. 

“He was highly talented and 
won a place at King’s College 
Wimbledon and had a bright 
future. 

“Rakesh was a regular visitor 
to the school and recently sang 
and played the guitar at a school 
event and always kept in touch. 

“All the teachers and parents 
who knew him are very sad and 
shocked that Rakesh has been 
taken from us. 

“Rakesh was a typical ‘Priory 
boy’ and we will all miss him 
greatly.” 

Funeral arrangements have 
yet to be finalised.

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Prisoners hit by ‘savage’ cuts

“Savage” staffing cuts have 
made it difficult for High 
Down to deliver “a regime 
which is genuinely fair and 
decent for prisoners”, accord¬ 
ing to a new report. 

Findings published by 
the Banstead prison’s 
independent monitoring 
board (IMB) this week con¬ 
cluded by asking the Prisons 
Minister if he was “fully 
aware of the wide-ranging 
impact of cuts in staffing lev¬ 
els and the consequent diffi¬ 
culty in delivering a regime 
that is genuinely fair and 


decent for the prisoners”. 

Reforms by the Justice 
Secretary and Epsom MP 
Chris Grayling have included 
cutting staff and introducing 
an incentive and earned 
privileges scheme (IEP) to 
make prisoners work to¬ 
wards their rehabilitation. 

The IMB’s report covering 
2014 said the prison’s officers 
had “responded well” to the 
challenges, but have less time 
to interact with prisoners. 

It found a more “pre¬ 
dictable regime” addressed 
some of its concerns as the 
year went on, but staff cuts 
made a “qualitative differ¬ 
ence in the life of a prisoner”. 

IMB chairman Sue Bird 
said: “The savage cuts in 


staffing imposed as Govern¬ 
ment policy have had a wide- 
ranging impact on the 
work the prison is able to do 
for the rehabilitation of its 
prisoners. 

“Staffing levels are so tight 
any contingencies means of¬ 
ficers are taken from their 
normal duties. 

“This can mean prisoners 
miss out on activities, such as 
going to the gym and making 
phone calls.” 

Ms Bird said while the IMB 
saw “much good work done” 
regarding the classes on offer 
for prisoners, there were in¬ 
sufficient resources for “pur¬ 
poseful activity” for all 
inmates. 

The “single greatest cause 


for discontent” among pris¬ 
oners was the lack of time 
spent outside of cells. 

The Government’s IEP 
scheme is also not working 
because there are not enough 
opportunities for prisoners at 
High Down to engage in ac¬ 
tivities for which they can be 
rewarded. 

Violent incidents increased, 
from 174 in 2013 to 190 in 2014, 
which many officers attribut¬ 
ed to prisoners’ frustration at 
being locked in their cells. 

Use of force by officers in¬ 
creased nearly 20 per cent, 
from 238 occasions in 2013 to 
283 in 2014. 

There were 10 serious inci¬ 
dents, including five “at 
height” when inmates 


climbed on to netting, and 
three when prisoners barri¬ 
caded themselves in cells. 

The library remained 
closed for three months while 
it was moved to a new loca¬ 
tion on-site. 

A Prison Service 
spokesman said: “There have 
been a number of improve¬ 
ments made at High Down 
during a period of significant 
change. 

“Staffing levels remain ap¬ 
propriate to run a safe and ef¬ 
ficient prison.” 

The prisoner-to-prison 
officer ratio at High Down is 
1:30.

It was like a long piece 
of wire. 

“I gave it back to them, I 
don't know what they did with 
it.” 

When Mr Shaz returned to 
the branch he said the store 
gave him a replacement. 

A McDonald’s spokesman 
said: “Food safety is our high¬ 
est priority and both our 
restaurants and our suppliers 
place great emphasis on quali¬ 
ty control and following rigor¬ 
ous standards in order to 
avoid imperfections in our 
products. 

“We are investigating this 
with the restaurant and would 
welcome the customer to get 
in contact with our customer 
service team who will be able 
to keep them updated.”

Royal visit for youngsters 


RAC gets green light 
for greenbelt proposals

Councillors have given the 
green light for a private mem¬ 
bers’ club to redevelop its 
greenbelt estate. 

At a meeting of Epsom 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee last Thursday, councillors 
approved proposals by the 
Royal Automobile Club 
(RAC) to build a motor her¬ 
itage wing, destination spa, 
golf driving range and chil¬ 
dren’s swimming pool as part 
of a £24m redevelopment of 
Woodcote Park in Epsom. 

But it rejected plans for two 
homes on land owned by the 
RAC in the Ridge to fund re¬ 
pairs to a Grade II listed 
derelict wall and cottage on 
the grounds. Councillors con¬ 
sidered this to be unaccept¬ 
able development in the 
greenbelt and were uncon¬ 
vinced the homes are re¬ 
quired by the club, which has 
many extremely wealthy 
members, to fund the restora¬ 
tion work. 

Presenting the main plan¬ 
ning application to council¬ 
lors, Mark Berry, Epsom 
Council’s head of planning, 


said one of its main objec¬ 
tives was “to secure the fu¬ 
ture of the club on this site”. 

Tom Purves, RAC chair¬ 
man, said that, as the country 
home of the second-oldest 
motoring club in the world, 
“Woodcote is a site of nation¬ 
al importance”. He also spoke 
of the “uninspiring scene on 
arrival” at the club. 

All councillors on the plan¬ 
ning committee, except 
Labour Councillor Sheila 
Carlson, gave approval for 
the redevelopment. 

Residents’ Association (RA) 
Councillor Mike Teasdale 
said: “It will keep a good 


employer in Epsom for a sig¬ 
nificant period of time. 

But Coun Carlson, who 
voted against, said: “We are 
going to set aside and set a 
precedent that the greenbelt 
isn’t as sacrosanct as we have 
always said it is.” 

The redevelopment will 
now be referred to Eric Pick¬ 
les, Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment, who can either 
“call-in” the decision for fur¬ 
ther consideration or allow 
Epsom Council’s approval of 
the application. This is be¬ 
cause development in the 
greenbelt goes against 


Epsom Council’s local plan. 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Miles Wade, RAC secretary, 
said: “We have worked very 
closely with the council and 
are extremely pleased that 
planning permission has 
been approved for our devel¬ 
opment which will secure the 
long-term future of the RAC 
in Epsom. 

“We recognise the council’s 
decision not to approve the 
plan for developing our plots 
on the Ridge to enable the 
restoration of the walled 
garden and will now be con¬ 
sidering how to best to 
proceed.”

Stabbing charge 

A college student has appeared in court 
charged with the attempted murder of a 
man who was stabbed three times in a 
busy street. 

Olanrewaju Kukoyi, 21, of Millais Way, 
Epsom, appeared at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last week, charged with the 
attempted murder of Fabrice Benjamin, 
carrying a six-inch kitchen knife and 
possessing a bag of cannabis. 

The charges relate to an incident in 
Tolworth Broadway at about 5.50pm on 
Tuesday, March 10, when police were 
called to reports of a fight between two 
men by members of the public. 

Mr Benjamin was stabbed three times 
- in his arm, in his chest and near his 
liver - and was taken to St George’s Hos¬ 
pital in Tooting, with life-threatening in¬ 
juries, where he was placed in intensive 
care. 

The defendant’s lawyer Sarah Taite 
told the court that Mr Kukoyi lives at 
home with his parents and two older sib¬ 
lings and that he is studying business at 
college. 

Mr Kukoyi did not enter pleas for any 
of the charges and will appear at 
Kingston Crown Court next week. 

He has been remanded in custody.

Staff, parents and children 
are celebrating because im¬ 
provements at their school 
mean it is now ranked as 
good by Ofsted. 

Inspectors welcomed better 
quality teaching at Shawley 
Community Primary School 
in Shawley Way, Epsom, 
which was rated as “needs 
improvement” two years ago. 

The Ofsted report said: 
“The headteacher and 
deputy headteacher have 
worked together effectively 
since the last inspection to 


improve the quality of teach¬ 
ing throughout the school so 
that it is now consistently 
good. 

“Actions to check the quali¬ 
ty of teaching are extremely 
rigorous.” 

It added: “This good teach¬ 
ing has led to improvements 
in the achievement of pupils 
throughout the school.” 

Pupils performed better in 
English and maths at the 
end of key stage 1 and 2 and 
their results are now above 
average. 

The inspection, which was 
carried out last month, found 
that behaviour was good, 
pupils were proud of their 
school and governors now 
hold the school more closely 


Half-a-dozen council-owned 
care homes are set to close 
despite opposition from 
relatives of residents, union¬ 
ists and Liberal Democrat 
councillors.

But the Ofsted report said 
marking in subjects, apart 
from English and maths, does 
little to help student improve 
their work and more-able 
pupils are not always chal¬ 
lenged. 

Headteacher Chris Gill 
said: “We have made some 
significant changes at the 
school over the past two 
years and so we knew we 
were doing the right things, 
but it is fantastic now that 
Ofsted has verified that. 

“This judgement reflects 
the hard work that everyone 
associated with the school 
has undertaken recently and 
I want to thank them for 
that.” 


Liberal Democrats on the 
council have voiced strong 
opposition in the wake of 
shock closures of failing pri¬ 
vate nursing homes, Merok 
Park in Banstead and Grant- 
ley Court in Sutton. 

But Councillor Mel Few, 
cabinet member for adult so¬ 
cial care, said they were satis¬ 
fied the council could find 
alternative accommodation if 
other private homes close. 

He said: “While the council

He said the decision was not

face of public opinion: “It 
makes common sense to 
maintain a council provision 
to keep costs down, not only 
for the council, but for 
the taxpayer.”

The ladies vanished

A county court judgement was 
made against a landlady and her 
daughter who have now disap¬ 
peared without paying what they 
owed, it has emerged. 

Susan and Isabella Stevenson, 
who ran Headley Hills pub in 
Headley, were ordered to pay a 
£3,380 debt to a meat wholesaler, 
but only paid part of the sum be¬ 
fore vanishing last month. 

Pub staff and other suppliers 
were also left unpaid and are try¬ 
ing to trace the pair in a bid to get 
back the money. 

The Stevensons traded under 
the company Diamond Cuisine 
Ltd, which last week applied to 
be stuck off the Companies 
House register. 

But their whereabouts remain 
a mystery. 

Meanwhile, the pub’s new 
owner, Red Mist Leisure, hosted a 
grand re-opening on Wednesday 
night after restoring its former 
name, the Cock Inn, and invest¬ 
ing £450,000 in its refurbishment. 

David Bristow, from Brighton- 
based meat wholesaler Blakes 
Meats Ltd, said the pub’s checks 
started bouncing last year. 

He said: “As a last resort, we 
took court action against them 
and were awarded a county court 
judgement for £3,380.63 against 
them in November 2014. 

“They paid four post-dated

cheques for £500 each and 
promised that they would pay the 
balance after Christmas. 

“After Christmas, we contacted 
Mrs Stevenson with regards to 
her paying the balance and she 
assured us that there were 
cheques at the pub. 

“When our driver called he was 
continually fobbed off with ex¬ 
cuses and the cheques were 
never received, so we placed 


them back into court and in¬ 
structed bailiffs to attend. 

“It was at this time that we dis¬ 
covered that they had just closed 
up and disappeared. 

“Nobody seems to know where 
they have disappeared to.” 

Many people suspect they have 
gone to Spain where the mother 
reportedly owns property. 

But one former staff member 
said he saw the daughter at Asda 
in Burgh Heath about three 
weeks ago. 

Lisa Ghaith, who is owed 
money for printing and artwork, 
said she believes Susan Steven¬ 
son has got a flat in Puerto Banus 
near Marbella on the Costa del 
Sol. 

Of the debt, Ms Ghaith said: 
“She still owes me about £400 
that I am guessing I will never 
see. 

“I think they went from suppli¬ 
er to supplier owing money and 
not paying. 

“Sue was very friendly to me 
and my family -1 am really sur¬ 
prised at what's happened.” 

Companies House records say 
Diamond Cuisine Ltd trades as 
the Cock Inn and its last accounts 
are made up to September 2013. 

Isabella Stevenson, born 1991, 
is listed as a director. 

A spokeswoman at Companies 
House said the company applied 
for voluntary strike off on Tues¬ 
day, March 10. 

Creditors, members and em¬ 
ployees have three months in 
which to object to the strike off.

Human rights champion 
to stand against Grayling

A criminal lawyer and 
human rights champion has 
announced that he will 
be standing against Chris 
Grayling in the general 
election to “save the world 
from a regression from inter¬ 
national human rights and 
barbarity”. 

Lionel Blackman, 54, a 
criminal defence solicitor 
who has lived in Epsom for 45 
years, has thrown his hat into 
the ring as an independent 
candidate for the May 7 vote. 

He does not think he will 
win, but believes greater 
scrutiny must be brought to 
bear on Mr Grayling’s pro¬ 
posals to repeal the Human 
Rights Act (HRA) and leave 
the European Convention on 
Human Rights (ECHR). 

Mr Blackman, who contest¬ 
ed the Esher and Walton con¬ 
stituency in 2010, was 
previously an Epsom bor¬ 
ough Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillor for Woodcote ward 
between 2005 to 2007. 

He said: “The proposals to 
repeal the HRA represent 
a significant modern consti¬ 
tutional change that could 
have repercussions around 
the world. 

“Many countries follow 
Britain’s lead and may follow 
its lead out of its human 
rights.”

Mr Blackman said the 
answer is not for Britain to be 
“regressive” and leave the 
ECHR, but renegotiate its 
relationship with it. 

He said: “If it is accepted 
the ECHR have gone too far, 
is the solution to walk out, as 
Grayling proposes, or is to 
negotiation with other mem¬ 
bers of states in the Council 
of Europe and ask ‘do you 
agree that this court is 


running away with itself?”’ 

Mr Blackman has under¬ 
taken many overseas mis¬ 
sions funded by the British 
Foreign Office, the Depart¬ 
ment of International Devel¬ 
opment and human rights 
organisations. 

These have included inves¬ 
tigating the rights of a pris¬ 
oner dying of cancer while 
on trial in Romania, discrimi¬ 
nation against minority

communities in Pakistan and 
the disbarment of Kurdish 
human rights lawyers in 
Syria. 

“The missions have opened 
up my mind to there being 
international mechanisms 
and restraints on govern¬ 
ments towards their citi¬ 
zens,” Mr Blackman said. 

“Liberty is Britain’s gift.” 

The ex-Sutton Grammar 
School and Nescot student 
believes he would be suited to 
the role as MP as “it’s what 
I’ve been doing for 30 years - 
seeking to solve local people’s 
local problems”. 

Mr Blackman said that hav¬ 
ing informed Mr Grayling he 
would be standing against 
him, the Justice Secretary 
told him “he looked forward 
to debating the issue at an 
election hustings”. 

Last October, Mr Grayling 
told the Epsom Guardian the 
UK will not turn into a “total¬ 
itarian nation” if it with¬ 
draws from the ECHR, and 
he believes the majority of 
his constituents are behind 
his human rights reforms. 

He said if the Conservatives 
won the next general election 
in May, it would give the 
ECHR an ultimatum to 
ensure judges in UK courts 
hadthe final say on matters 
involving rights in this 
country, and introduce 
a Bill of Rights 
to replace the 
present Human 
Rights Act.

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Horror at woods plan

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Walkers have spoken of their 
horror at seeing hundreds of 
trees cut down on a historic 
common. 

But the landowner said the 
clearing was part of conserva¬ 
tion work to save hugely impor¬ 
tant ancient oak pollards on 
Ashtead Common. 

Anna Vintner, who has walked 
her dogs on the common since 
1969, said the landowner, the City 
of London Corporation, is “active¬ 
ly destroying” Ashtead Woods, 
which cover a fifth of the area. 

Mrs Vintner said: “If you go 
down to the woods today, you are 
sure of a big surprise, which is 
that Ashtead Woods are no 
longer there. Why? 

“Because the City of London 
Corporation has cut down hun¬ 
dreds of healthy trees and are 
continuing the devastation.” 

She said the corporation wants 
to recreate a wood pasture that it 
thinks existed there 100 years 
ago - a premise she described as 
based on “thin air”. 

Highlighting concerns over 
wildlife, pollution and flooding, 
she asked: “Why should natural, 
healthy woods be destroyed? 

“The Ashtead Woods area is 
now a swamp.” 

Her friend Jane Bottomley, 
from Broadhurst by the com¬ 
mon, said: “I walk up there all 
the time and I have been pretty 
horrified.

“There have been chainsaws 
going all winter and a lot of trees 
going down. Nobody has really 
been told anything about it.” 

But the City Corporation said 
far from destroying the environ¬ 
ment, it is trying to restore “relic 
wood pasture” comprised of an¬ 
cient trees, woodland, open 
growth trees and shrubs. 

Andy Barnard, superintendent 
at Ashtead Common, said imple¬ 
menting a 10-year conservation 
plan together with Natural 
England. 

Mr Barnard said: “As part of 
this project we are protecting the 
site’s 1,600 ancient veteran oak 
pollards - some of which are 600 
years old. 

“These veteran trees are of im¬ 
mense ecological and historical 
importance. 

“Their survival is threatened 
by encroaching scrubland and 
some competing smaller trees, 


which are of a much lower 
ecological value. 

“During the course of this au¬ 
tumn and winter, our rangers 
and volunteers have worked hard 
to protect these important old 
oak trees, and improve ecological 
diversity by maintaining and cre¬ 
ating areas of open grassland. 

“These areas are vital for many 
species of insects and birds 
which would eventually decline 
if no action is taken to protect 
them. 

“Ashtead Common, by virtue of 
its soils and hydrology is a natu¬ 
rally wet common, a fact that has 
contributed to its survival as 
such a valuable place for 
wildlife.” 

The ancient oak pollards led to 
the 500-site being designated a 
National Nature Reserve 20 years 
ago. It is part of the Epsom and 
Ashtead Commons Site of Spe¬ 
cial Scientific Interest.

No home for pigeons

Plans to turn former retire¬ 
ment flats into accommoda¬ 
tion for homeless people have 
provoked alarm in the 
community. 

Rosebery Housing Associa¬ 
tion is going to turn West Hill 
Court, in Court Lane, Epsom 
- which has been empty for 
six years - into 33 homes for 
“people in housing need” 
nominated by the council. 

Epsom Councillor Paul 
Ardern-Jones, who repre¬ 
sents Stamford ward, said it 
will provide short-term 
accommodation for the 
homeless. 

Coun Ardern-Jones said: “I 
understand why people are 
concerned about it because it 
was nice to have an old folks’ 
home there. 

“Of course they think with 
people who are homeless 
they might be more trouble¬ 
some or make a noise. I don’t 
think it’s going to be as bad as 
people say. 

“Rosebery is saying it will 
make sure there is no trou¬ 
ble, and if there is, it will 
throw them out. The 


argument is people who live 
there will know that and it 
will not be in their interest to 
cause trouble.” 

Coun Ardern-Jones added: 
“It’s a lovely spot to live, right 
on the park. It’s absolutely 
awful it’s been empty for 
such a long time.” 

Neighbours have heard ru¬ 
mours that the place will be¬ 
come a “halfway house” for 
drug addicts, alcoholics and 
even ex-offenders - some¬ 
thing Rosebery has insisted 
will not be the case. 

Sheila Rossitter, from 


nearby Sheraton Drive, said 
she is “absolutely amazed” 
that residents have not been 
consulted about the plans, 
adding: “I really think people 
in the area should be made 
aware of it. 

“I know people have got to 
be rehabilitated, but I would 
like to know what kind of 
person will be there. This is 
all rather concerning for us.” 

Sue Davies said: “I’ve heard 
that there are plans to use 
part of the development as a 
‘halfway house’ for ex¬ 
offenders. 


“If this is correct, there 
could be community con¬ 
cerns, especially as it is locat¬ 
ed very close to a children’s 
playground.” 

But a spokeswoman at 
Rosebery said a consultation 
has been carried out in accor¬ 
dance with planning require¬ 
ments and the refurbishment 
will be completed by this 
summer. 

She said: “We have respond¬ 
ed to individual enquiries 
from residents as and when 
they were raised. 

“West Hill Court will pro¬ 
vide 33 quality homes for 
local people in housing need. 
Households will be nominat¬ 
ed by Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council.” 

She said the housing for 
older people was decommis¬ 
sioned in 2009 because there 
was not enough demand and 
it was no longer fit for 
purpose. 

She added: “It was original¬ 
ly planned to redevelop the 
site but the economic down¬ 
turn meant this was not 
viable. 

“Rosebery has been able to 
refurbish the existing build¬ 
ing to provide 33 quality 
homes bringing an empty 
property back into use.” 


People have been warned not 
to feed pigeons near a fire- 
ravaged mansion because it 
is encouraging them to take 
up residence there. 

Construction company 
Watts is currently restoring 
community building Ewell 
Court House after a huge fire 
in December 2013. 

Last autumn Epsom Coun¬ 
cil hired bird of prey han¬ 
dlers to fly hawks over the 
Grade-II listed mansion in a 
bid to scare the pigeons away. 

But in an update to resi¬ 
dents last month, Councillor 
Eber Kington said: “Feral pi¬ 
geons continue to access the 
building. 

“Acids released from pi¬ 
geon excrement can cause 
damage to building surfaces. 

“Studies have shown that 
these corrosive effects can 
continue for a long time after 


the stone has been contami¬ 
nated, even if the fouling is 
removed. 

“The public are requested 
not to feed the pigeons in this 
vicinity as this encourages 
roosting in the building.” 

The cost of repairing the 
fire damage is nearly £1.9m. 

A majority of the restora¬ 
tion work is covered by insur¬ 
ers and the council has 
contributed £150,000, to fund 
additional improvements. 

Community groups have 
been forced to relocate fol¬ 
lowing the blaze and look for¬ 
ward to returning to the 
building by early 2016. 

Later this month the coun¬ 
cil will take booking en¬ 
quiries for 2016. Plans for 
re-opening were due to be 
discussed at a leisure com¬ 
mittee meeting at Epsom 
town hall on Tuesday.

Nutrition

routine as much as possible for the 
first few days. It is a good idea to ask 
the breeder to supply you with a small 
amount of your companions’ current 
diet. Once those first few days are 
over and your companion is settled, 
you can start to introduce a ROYAL

Socialisation

In response to the comments 
made by David Bruce on the 
phasing out of years 7 and 8 at 
Priory Preparatory School 
(Leading school to drop top two 
years, March 5), I do not agree 
this is solely a profit-based deci¬ 
sion by the school and not in the 
best interests of the boys. 

I have two sons at Priory who 
have been there since nursery.

However, the 
number of boys remaining in the 
school through years 7 and 8 has 
dwindled over the years as par¬ 
ents choose to send their boys on 
after year 6. This is no reflection 
on the school, but a result of par¬ 
ents making that choice for their 
sons.

With local schools opening up 
places from year 7, this means 


even more parents will move at 
this time. I have a son in year 5, 
which means next year will be 
his last year at Priory. 

This is sad, but I would rather 
he moved on after year 6 than be 
in a class with four boys and then 
find himself overwhelmed when 
moving on to college. 

It also means he will have more 
opportunities to play competitive 
sports that is a struggle with so 
few in years 7 and 8. 


I think the school is moving 
with the times and I believe this 
was not an easy decision for 
them to make. However, it simply 
makes sense to phase out years 7 
and 8 and concentrate on the rest 
of the school and prepare them 
to move on after year 6. 

I certainly know my boys will 
look back on their years at Prio¬ 
ry with nothing but joy.

roperty portal’s big challenge 



OnTheMarket (OTM) has a mountain to 
climb to overtake Zoopla in the prop¬ 
erty portal market, according to latest 
research by the property search engine 
Home.co.uk. 

OTM, which went online at the end of 
January and is run by high street es¬ 
tate agents co-operative Agents' Mutu¬ 
al, imposed a highly controversial 'one 
other portal' rule on agents using the 
site to give them an advantage. 

This requires agents wanting to join 
OTM to drop one of the two leading 
property portals (Rightmove and 
Zoopla) and stop advertising their 
clients' properties on smaller portals. 

With 4,927 agents signed up by 


March 10, OTM looks to have only 
achieved fifth place among property 
portals, behind Rightmove, Zoopla, 
Primelocation and Mouseprice, and 
just ahead of sixth-placed Nethouse- 
prices. 

Home.co.uk's latest figures, which are 
based on agent sales office data, re¬ 
veal the extent to which OTM's tactics 
have affected Zoopla, but not Right- 
move. Figures show that the day after 
OnTheMarket's January 26 launch, 
Zoopla was used by 10,712 agency of¬ 
fices. But, by March 10, this had fallen 
to 9,072. Meanwhile, the number of 
agents using Right-move fell by just 
138 to 12,712.

PROPERTY INVESTMENT UPDATE 


IS THE EPSOM PROPERTY MARKET HOLDING ITS BREATH OVER THE GENERAL ELECTION? 


Has apathy hit the Epsom housing 
market as sellers await the outcome 
of the general election, which along 
with stricter mortgage regulation 
may be suppressing buyer demand? 
Rightmove reported the number 
of homes registered for sale per 
estate agent fell to its lowest level 
for five years in December, with 
available stock 10% lower than 
in the same month a year earlier. 

Looking at Epsom, in the early summer of 2014, 
each estate agent in Epsom had on average 
37.8 properties on its books (as there were a 
total of 946 properties up for sale in Epsom 
at the peak in the Summer just gone). Our 
research shows that number plummeted to 
31.6 per agent in December. While the lack of 
new properties coming onto the market in the 
later months of 2014 in Epsom pushed asking 
prices up slightly from November to December, 
traditionally a quiet season for the housing 


market, property sellers will need to work hard in 
2015 to complete a sale. 

The length of time a property takes to sell has 
ever so slightly increased over the last few 
months. Two bedroom properties in Epsom 
are now taking 22 days to sell, three bedroom 
59 days, four bedrooms 68 days, but here is 
an interesting figure, one beds are taking on 
average 58 days to find a buyer. 

2015 will be the year of the selective mover. 
With only 272 brand new properties a year being 
built in Epsom since the turn of the Millennium, 
this woefully low and insufficient number of new 
buildings in the town over the past few decades 
and a systemic change in the type of properties 
homeowners want (with families splitting etc 
so we have too many larger houses and not 
enough smaller ones), buyers are becoming 
dissatisfied with, and therefore dismissive of 
what is up for sale. 

The heat has gone out of the Epsom property 
market and I anticipate a moderate reduction 


from the high transaction volumes seen in 
2014. However, it most certainly isn’t icy cold, 
which might mean Epsom landlords could bag 
a bargain during this period of uncertainty, 
especially if the financial markets do not like the 
election outcome. Markets and buyers do not 
like uncertainty, but savvy investment landlords 
know buy to let is a long term game, and 
irrespective of short term apathy, reduction in the 
quality and quantity of stock for homeowners to 
buy, or the election, if people don’t buy property, 
they rent. Good old Bricks and Mortar! In fact 
with less properties coming on to the market 
in Epsom, hopefully that will keep prices quite 
stable.

WHAT’S NEW? The Fabia itself is 
pretty much new from the ground 
up; the exterior is all-new, there’s a 
stack of new engines to choose 
from and the suspension is heavily 
revised. The Estate version adds to 
this a substantial load area at the 
rear, which Skoda claims is the 
biggest in the class. It majors on 
the practicality front elsewhere 
too, with novel storage features 
like bottle holders on the inside 
shoulders of the front seats. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: It s not hard to 


distinguish the Fabia Estate from 
its hatchback cousin thanks to the 
significant changes at the rear. 
However, the estate rear is sensi¬ 
bly integrated into the original 
shape, and as long as you choose a 
model with decent-sized wheels. 

The Fabia Estate is one of the 
most sensible cars you can buy, so 
it’s understandable that its image 
is well grounded rather than flash. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: As 

you'd expect the Fabia Estate is 
designed to be practical but it’s a 


remarkable feat at just how spa¬ 
cious this car is. With the seats up 
there’s 530 litres of space on offer 
- more than some estates from 
the class above - and with them 
folded there is 1,395 litres on offer. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: From behind 
the wheel, there’s very little to dis¬ 
tinguish the Estate from its hatch¬ 
back sibling, which is a credit to 
Skoda’s efforts. There’s no notice¬ 
able increase in noise despite the 
extra space behind you, and it 
drives with the same composure 


and comfort as the regular car. 

Engine choice is slightly reduced 
compared to the hatch, which is 
sensible considering the extra 
loads it may have to carry. The 1.2 
TSI petrol is arguably the pick of 
the bunch, offering a flexible 
89bhp and generous torque. 

Although slightly larger and 
heavier the Fabia Estate is very 
composed through corners, with 
the electric power steering provid¬ 
ing a decent amount of feedback 
and the suspension remaining un¬ 
fazed by road imperfections. 


VALUE FOR MONEY: The Fabia in 
third generation form is a little 
more expensive than before, but 
one thing it certainly doesn't 
skimp on is equipment. All models 
come with Bluetooth connectivity, 
DAB radio, electric front windows 
and heated door mirrors, height 
and reach adjustable steering 
column and tyre pressure 
monitoring as standard. The 
only significant omission here is 
air conditioning, which comes with 
SE spec along with alloy wheels 
and an upgraded audio system.
